Helping people who live on the 
next farm has been common in the 
United States from the days of the first 
settlers.

Missionaries, however, led the way 
years ago, but it was not until about 
1949 that our government entered the 
field. At first the program was known 
as Point Four, later Technical Coopera- 


tion Mission (TCM), and now, Inter- 
national Cooperation Administration 
(ICA). 


The purpose of this program is to 
provide technical aid along industrial, 
engineering, and agricultural lines to 
underdeveloped countries. Any non- 
communist country is eligible to share in 
this cooperation, and countries in all 
continents, except Australia, are now in 
the program. The cost to our country 
seems great, but compared with war it 
is very little. And the possible benefits 
growing out of this effort are so enor- 
mous as to stagger the imagination.

A Son of the Soil 


Bob, as he is affectionately known 
by the rank and file of Texas ranchers, 
is truly a son of the soil. AS a youngster 
he helped his father on a small farm 
near Godley, Texas, by chopping and 
pe king cotton and aiding with the stoc k. 

He learned early in life the value 
of a dollar, but acquiring dollars has 
never dominated his business career. He 
has never evidenced any smoldering am- 
bitions for a political life, and it would 
he a safe bet he never dreamed that 
some day his signature would appear on 


the paper money of the United States 


He rejected an offer of $75,000 a 
year to serve as president of the Amer 
ican Petroleum Instivute, and explained 
he wanted to stay in Texas, where he 
was general manager of the big W. 1. 
Waggoner Estate ranch. 

Anderson was named attorney for 
the W I. Waggoner Estate with the 
main office at Fort Worth, Texas, in 
19437. He was then 27 years old. Four 
year later, 1941, he was named general 
manager. tle held chat posiuon untul 
1954, when he resigned when President 
Fisenhower asked him to become Se 
retary of the Navy. Later he served as 
Deputy Secretary of Delense

a person suddenly shifted from the tem- 
perate zone to the tropics. To get the 
answer we searched the library and held 
conferences with the four other mem- 
bers of the department. Together, we 
worked out a set of recommendations. 

Our conferences did more than get 
the answer; they showed us the value of 
talking matters over and they led to the 
starting of an experiment on rate of 
sowing wheat. So, from the very begin- 
ning we talked together about every- 
thing we undertook, and we also kept 
the principal and Brewster Hayes, the 
Acting Head of Agronomy, informed. 

I am grateful for the fact that we 
started off on the cooperative foot. Un- 
less the people of the country accept the 
techniques introduced, the effort of the 
specialist is wasted. Chester Bowles, a 
former U. S. ambassador to India, told 
an engineer who was losing his patience 
at one delay after another, “Be calm and 
work kindly with the people, for unless 
you build men, you are a failure no 
matter how many bridges you put up 

The immediate problem facing In- 
dia is food scarcity. Impoverished soil 
makes low-income farmers. When farm- 
ers have no money to spend cheap meth- 
ods to increase crop yields must be 
chosen. My colleagues and I limited our 
field trials to the non-costly variety. For 
instance, our tests showed that wheat 
yields under irrigation were just as high 
from 42 pounds of seed per acre as from 
24% times that much seed, Seed saved 
from sowing can be eaten. 

Here are other examples of our ex- 
periments: (1) On non- irrigated land 
many wheat plants die as the shortage 
of moisture becomes increasingly acute, 
but observations and trials showed us 
that pressing the soil firmly over the 
seed at sowing time favored plant sur- 
vival and increased grain yield 38%. 
(2) Planting corn in north and south 
rows increased grain yield 14%, due, 
we believe, to better lighting. (4) New 
rust-tolerant wheat varieties released by 
the Indian Agricultural Research Insti- 


tute (IARI) yielded more than twice as 
much as some varieties the village farm 
ers were growing. (4) Hybrid corn, 
heretofore little used in India, proved to 
be just as superior there as in this coun- 
try. (5) A modest investment in fer- 
tilizer Bave increases in crop yield worth 
several times the cost. These and other 
experiments were tried, all aimed at the 
maximum benefit from minimum cost. 

Reducing food losses, also received 
the attention of our department One 
serious pest which damages and destroys 
ripening grain and fruit in India is the 
hungry crow. We cooperated with the 
Institute in the building of a trap which 
under R, P. Singh's management caught 
crows at the rate of 1,000 in 6 months. 
Since we returned to this country, G. D.

The favorable hog-corn ratio and 
abundance of feed almost inevitably are 
bringing an increase in hog production. 
The committee of ag. college 
men sponsored by the American Feed 
Manufacturers expects an increase of 
5% in this fall’s pig crop and 9% in 
spring pigs next year. Market arrivals 
will soon begin to run larger and prices 
will be lower than last season. In the 
next 7 or 8 months, prices are likely 
to average $1 or more a cwt. under a 
year previous.

Milk prices probably will decline 
10-15%. With lower prices for grain, 
protein feed and hay, returns over feed 
cost in the next 4 months will be the 
best in several years. Dairymen are all 
set to produce a litthe more milk in 
1958. About 4% fewer farmers keep milk 
cows each year, but those that hang on 
to the old cow’s tail keep bigger herds 
and feed them better. So, total produc- 
tion goes up. It will pay to feed liberally 
this winter, if you have high producers. 
Take advantage of the high beef market 
and cull to around an 8,000-lb, mini- 
mum. If you don’t have good heifers to 
replace the cows sold, scout around 
D HIA herds for replacements.

The Peters farm in Jackson Co., 
Ind., consists of just 52 acres. When he 
moved to the farm after his marriage 8 
years ago, Empson started raising hogs 
in the way his father, on a neighboring 
farm, had always done—farrowing out- 
doors twice a year in A-type houses and 


manure, 


running the pigs on pasture. 


“It worked fine until I used up all the 
clean ground,” Empson explains. “With 
small acreage you soon get to the point 
where disease threatens to run you out 
of the hog business.” 


When the younger Peters decided to 
go to the confinement system and multi- 
ple farrowing, he did it with the lowest 
possible expenditure for building and 
equipment. To construct the 50° x 14’ 
farrowing house, he closed off one wing 
of his barn, concreted the floor, lined it 
with insulating board and installed 10 
removable farrowing crates which he 
built to lowa specifications. Then he put 
in individual heat lamps and 2 ventilat- 
ing fans. His sows have been averaging 
9-11 pigs per litter.

The 30 are divided 
groups bred twice a year so that 10 
will farrow every other month. They're 
kept on pasture thruout the breeding 
and pregnancy period and brought into 
a field close to farrowing quarters a 
week or 10 days before the pigs are 
due. New gilts replace the old sows after 
4 to G litters. 

With farrowing crates, Empson isn’t 
losing many pigs by mashing. He usually 
destroys more himself, the runts. Pigs 
are castrated at 1 to 2 weeks, weaned 
at 3 to 4, vaccinated and moved out of 
the nursery at 5 to 6. At that time they 
are divided into 4 groups of approxi- 
mately 25 each, according to size, and 
maintained in the 4 groups thruout the 
growing and fattening periods. 

The growing area was built from 
an old chicken house, given a concrete 
floor inside and a concrete apron out- 
The building measures 32’ x 10’;

Pigs remain in the growing shelter 
6 weeks and then are moved to the 
fattening parlor for finishing. This par- 
lor as a 80’ x 22’ concrete slab divided 
into 4 pens with open shelters at the 
back to protect hogs against extremes of 
hot and cold. 

Both the growing and finishing 
area are built so that floors slope down to 
a concrete gutter. This gutter 
slopes down to an opening at one end 
where the liquid manure washes into 
a tank.

underground tank at the growing pen 
and the 1500 gal. tank at the fattening 
parlor. Empson uses the vacuum pump 
on his tractor to transfer the liquid 
to a mounted tank for spreading. 
After his almost disastrous experi- 
ence with diseased ground, Empson con- 
siders sanitation one of the most essen- 
tial parts of his program. “We usually 
have a 2-3 week cooling off period in 
each area between the various stages,” 
he says. “During this time we clean and 
disinfect as thoroughly we can.”

(from page 7) people of India that 
the United States is honest is an impor- 
tant part of our program of technical 
aid to India. When the Indian people 
believe in us we will be in a position 
to give them effective encouragement 
in the establishment of a strong demo- 
cratic nation. A more important task can 
hardly be imagined. The destiny of 370 
million Indians is involved directly, and 
indirectly many millions more in the 
Southeast Asia countries. 


The people of India are patient. 
They are encouraged by a normal rate 
of growth. They do not expect the im- 
possible. This is distinctly an element 
on our side. 


Another very favorable factor is the 
high level of intelligence of the Indian 
people. About 75% are illiterate, but 
that does not mean they are not intelli- 
gent. Their intelligence has enabled 
them to adjust their mode of living to 
the increasing poverty under which they 
have lived. They have only simple hand 
tools with which to work, but they get 
the maximum service out of them. I 
thought I could use a hand sickle as 
well as the next one, but I take my hat 
off to the villager of India when it 
comes to this kind of work. They are 
adept at taking short cuts and in mak- 
ing work easy. They do not have 
gadgets to lighten their work, but they 
use their heads to figure out ways of 
accomplishing the same objective. 


Not only are the people intelligent, 
but they have a hunger for knowledge. 
Many of the young people who grad- 
uate from college want to come to the 
United States for graduate training. Un- 
fortunately, few get to come because of 
lack of funds. Those who are success- 
ful in doing so go back to India with 
a new understanding of our country. 
The International Farm Youth Exchange 
(IFYE) is another agency that is sow- 
ing seeds of world understanding. 

The International Cooperation Ad- 
ministration in India enlarged its agri- 
cultural exchange program in 1955. 
India has been divided into 5 sections 
and 5 universities—Kansas, Ohio State, 
Missouri, Tennessee and Illinois—have 
each taken one of these sections. Tech- 
nicians from these institutions will work 
with the Indian agricultural colleges in 
their respective areas with the view of 
setting up teaching, research, and exten- 
sion services such as is practiced in our 
Land Grant institutions. Selected young 
people from these Indian colleges will 
be sent to the United States for advanced 
training. 

Philanthropic agencies, particularly 
Ford Foundation and Rockefeller 
Foundation, are helping greatly, too. 
They not only help in a direct way, but 
they provide buildings and research 
equipment which augment our govern- 
rnent programs. 


As we were leaving India a promi- 
nent Allahabad citizen, who did not 
know me very well, but who knew my 
country, shook my hand warmly and 
said, “Give my love to America.”

The other half of the flock 
got all the good alfalfa hay they would 
eat, plus the same amount of corn and 
oats. Silage ewes were as thrifty as those 
fed legume hay, and gained more 
weight. Their lambs were as heavy and 
strong at birth and gained faster be- 
cause the ewes fed silage milked better. 

Sometimes you can get all the gain 
on your feeder lambs without any har- 
vested grains by gleaning cornfields and 
cereal stubble, explained the researchers 
at Illinois Sheep Day. You can turn 
lambs in the corn after the silks are dry. 
Then if you use a picker-sheller the 
lambs will save any shelled corn on the 
ground. In one trial 5 to 6 lambs per 
acre were put in there for 43 days be- 
fore harvest and for 16 days after. They 
gained 94 |bs. per acre for an extra re- 
turn of $18.80 per acre. When Balbo 
rye and alfalfa were seeded between the 
80-inch wide corn rows and 14 to 15 
lambs were in during a month before 
corn harvest and for 3 weeks after har- 
vest, there was a gain of 176 lbs. worth 
$35.20 per acre. Rye between the con- 
ventional 40-inch rows and with 10 
lambs per acre yielded $31.50 worth of 
lamb meat. Before turning the lambs in 
they drenched, dipped and vaccinated 
them for over-eating disease, with free 
access to salt in one box and ground 
limestone in another.

(from page 5) the fresh green alfalfa 
is so rich in carotene. 

You know rickets? Caused by lack 
of Vitamin D, the sunshine vitamin. D 
is the only other vitamin necessary to 
bovine growth. Must be present if the 
calf makes bone and teeth out of cal- 
cium and phosphorus. The B-complex, 





fortunately, is made up by those armies 
of rumen organisms. So is K, which clots 
the blood, in case some kid left a strand 
of barb-wire in the lane. 
So in dehydrated alfalfa meal you 
not only get protein (about 17%), min- 
erals, vitamins, but you get a balanced 
ration for billions of your little feed- 
mill workers in the rumen of cattle and 
sheep. At the Montana Station they add- 
ed 4 of a pound of dehydrated alfalfa 
pellets for gestating ewes which weaned 
95-Ib. lambs and returned $38.13 worth 
of lamb and wool above supplement 
cost. The college shepherds say that they 
got growthier, thriftier lambs, more 
milk production per ewe and more 
fleece. In a lamb-feeding trial at Colo 
rado dehydrated alfalfa meal added to 
rolled barley and alfalfa hay gave a 
pound of gain every 3 days. A fellow 
likes to get rid of poor quality rough 
age, of course.
